ORDER 

(Passed on this 29th day of October 99) 


This case relates to an application made by the Calcutta Port 
Trust (CPT) [the Haldia Dock complex (HDC)], about revision of rates of rent of 
buildings and lands of the CPT at Haldia. The CPT has acquired about 6678 
acres of land at Haldia for setting up the HDC and associated facilities. Out of 
this, the CPT had allotted 2122 acres of land to various industries / 
organisations for establishment of port-based industries and also for providing 
infrastructure. The rent for the lands allotted to various industries / 
organisations are recovered as per the “Schedule of Rent” framed under 
Section 49 of the Major Port Trusts Act. This schedule was notified in the 
Official Gazette on 21 May 92 with the approval of the Government. This 
notification was based on the fnarket value of the lands as assessed in the year 
1991. 

2. In order to obtain a reasonable rate of return from its lands and 
buildings, the Indian Ports Association (IPA) was engaged by the CPT to 
assess the current market value of the lands and buildings. 

3. On the basis of the Report submitted by the IPA, the CPT 
constituted a Committee to recommend a revised Schedule of Rent. This 
Committee consisted of the Chairman (CPT) and officers of the Ministry as well 
as the State Government of West Bengal. Based on the recommendations of 
the Committee, the matter was placed before the Board of Trustees in its 
meeting held on 26 September 97. The Board of Trustees approved the 
proposal vide Resolution No.128, 

4. The rent / licence fee has been proposed on the following basis 
based upon the capital value assessed in 1997: 

(i) . 12.5% for lands. 

(ii) . 15% for buildings. 

(iii) . 15% for land in the case of short-term allotment within the Dock 

Interior Zone for storage of cargo. 
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(iv). 20% for buildings in case of short-term allotment within the Dock 

Interior Zone for storage of cargo. 

5. The HDC (of CPT) made a request that the Port might be 

permitted to introduce the revised rates of rent alongwith revised items and 
conditions of allotment as proposed by them subject to the condition that they 
would be adjusted with reference to the final orders passed by the Authority. 
This was considered in the Authority’s meeting held on 27 March 98. It was 
noted that the case was in the process for consultations with prominent port- 
users. Representations about delay in this case received form the Port Trust 
through the MOST were not sustainable because of delays caused by the 
Government in creation of posts of professional personnel to assist the 
Authority in processing such cases. That being so, the CPT was advised to 
await the final orders of the Authority and not ask for any interim arrangements

Out of the above, comments were received from the Coast 


Guard, HPCL, M/s. A.V.R & Company, SAIL, TISCO and IOC. These 
comments are given below in brief. 

The Coast Guard: 

(i). The HDC may be advised to earmark suitable land for a joint 
'pollution response cell’. 
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(ii). Payment of advance and security deposit by Defence Services for 
availing port facilities may be exempted.

(v) . Cost of lands is increased because of industrialisation and port 

operations which in turn is on account of infrastructure provided 
by various port users. The increase may not therefore be more 
than 10% to 15%. 

Steel Authority of India Limited : 

(i) . The practice of collecting premium by way of non-adjustable 

non-refundable four year’s equal rent for the plot of land plus one 
year's rent towards security deposit is very high. Only one year’s 
premium may be collected. 

(ii) . For regular and major users of Port, concessional charges may 

be levied. 

(iii) . 50% of the lease rent may be charged during the development of 

the green-field plot. Concessional rent may be charged keeping 
7% as yield on capital value instead of the proposed 12.5% by the 
HOC.

These comments were sent to the CPT by way of feed beck 
Their response to these comments is as follows: 


(i) . As regards premium equivalent to four years’ rent, the Port has to 

inour very substantial expenditure in developing and maintaining 
proper infrastructure at Haldia covering an area of about 6678 
acres. The finances will also cover expansion and development 
of the port facilities. Even though, as per MOST Guideline, the 
Port can re-cover a premium which shall not be less than the sum 
equivalent to one year's lease rent, there is no bar on charging 
premium for more than one year's rent. 

(ii) . As regards charging of 50% concessional rate in green field 

cases, the development of which takes time, the users are asked 
to indicate minimum guaranteed traffic. The normally guaranteed 
traffic period pan be extended upto 5 years keeping the time gap 
in the development of the plots and commissioning of the 
facilities. 


(iii) . As regards concessional charges for regular and major users of 

the port, since port land is generally leased out for port related 
activities on a competitive basis, there is no scope for levying 
concessional charges for regular and major users of port.

In their subsequent communication dated 25 January 99, the CPT 


revised the condition under Note 1. 


14. After a discussion of the relevant details in this case, the Adviser 

(Cost) suggested a 7% increase in respect of residential and industrial (away 
from DB) and an 8% increase in respect of industrial (close to DB but away 
Dock Interior Zone). In other cases, where the value of land has not been 
given, he has suggested a uniform increase of 10%. The Adviser (Cost) has 
stated that in the absence of the following information, it will not be possible to 
give detailed comments: 


(i) . Although the Port has submitted the balance sheet and the 

administration report, information on cost data has not been 
furnished. 

(ii) . In the case of major port-users of the HDC, any increase in the 

lease rent shall be reasonable and shall only reckon incremental 
addition to the development cost plus operational costs directly 
attributable to the lessees. 

(iii) . The HDC must work out the investments made by them in terms 

of cost of acquisition of land, unabsorbed development costs, and 
the revised rents shall at least provide for a return of 12 5% per 
annum on these investments. 


15.1 Since collection of the above information from the Port Trust 

might delay further consideration of the case, the Adviser (Cost) has suggested 
an increase at the rate of 7% and 8% respectively as an interim measure- 
effective from the date of the order. On receipt of relevant information from the 
Port Trust the proposal of the CPT about revision of lease rent will be 
reconsidered for appropriate action. 


15.2 The advice covers the major properties at the HDC in the form of 

lands and buildings. However, the Advisor (Cost) has not given any 
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recommendations / suggestion regarding the rates proposed by the OPT in 
respect of the following: 


(i) . Permission fee for holding the function on land. 

(ii) . Rate for licence fee for the rights of the Pisciculture in CPT's 

ponds / water bodies. 

(iii) . Rate of licence fee for erection of hoardings 

(iv) . Way-leave licence fee for telephone lines, water supply lines, etc 

(v) . Licence fee for Durgachowk Mini - Market and Recovery of 

Hawker Charges in various CPT bazaars. 

(vi) . Licence fee for transit storage of cargo. 

15.3. The CPT has also proposed to revise certain notes in the Scale of 

Rates as given below: 


(i) . Note 1 - Lease of land to be done by inviting Tender / Auction 

except in cases of allotments to Government Departments / 
PSUs / Local Bodies etc. 

(ii) . Note 3 - The period of lease shall normally be 20 / 25 years with 

no automatic renewal clause. In case of lease of land, four years 
rent as applicable shall be recovered from the lessees as non- 
refundable and non-adjustable premium in addition to the monthly 
rent. This note exists in the existing schedule also - Port users in 
their representations have raised objections to this. Four years’ 
rent as premium works out to about 28% to 36% of the notional 
value of the land. 

The Adviser (Cost) has suggested that premium payable shall be 
charged from the new allottees only and in respect of existing 
leases, the premium shall be reduced to the extent of the 
development charges already collected by way of premium 3rd 
premium money towards maintenance charges only need to be 
collected. 

(iii) . Note 8 - For all existing and future leases, the rent t licence fee to 

be enhanced every year by 5.1% of the rent payable in the 
preceding year or schedule rent in force, whichever is higher. 

(iv) . Note 16 - This is regarding the ‘Permission Fee’ for mortgaging 

leasehold Interest. This matter was earlier examined by the 
Authority. As per the legal advice obtained and communicated to 
the Ports, the Authority has no power to prescribe and notify ary 
such ’Permission Fee'. 
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16. With reference to the records available, the totality of information 

collected during the proceedings of this case, and the analysis made above, 
the following issues arise for consideration: 

(i) . Approval of the increase in lease rent of CPT land at Haldia at the 

rate of 7% in respect of residential and industrial (away from DB) 
and at the rate of 8% in respect of industrial (close to DB but 
away from Dock Interior Zone) and Dock Interior Zone. In case 
where cost of land has not been indicated, a uniform increase of 
10% has been suggested as an interim arrangement. 

(ii) . This can be an interim arrangement for two years pending receipt 

of information from the CPT on the points made out in para 14 
above and recalculation of the rates. 

(iii) . Approval of the approach proposed by the Adviser (Cost) for 

calculation of the premium. It has, however, to be recognised that 
this may take time as it will have to be based upon detailed 
information to be furnished by the CPT. In the meanwhile, in the 
absence of any decision about premium, the CPT will loose 
revenue. It may be necessary, therefore, to order some interim 
arrangement in this regard again. 

In accordance with the guidelines on the subject, all the port 
trusts are only charging the minimum level of 12 months’ ground 
rent as premium. Significantly, even the COPT does so in spite of 
land values in Kerala being extraordinarily high. The reasons for 
permitting the CPT to charge 48 months' ground rent as premium 
are not available, it cannot be claimed that land values only in 
Haldia have skyrocketed. In this backdrop, and in the face of 
widespread objection to the proposal to charge 48 months' 
ground rent as premium, it may be necessary to scale down this 
provision. The Advisor (Cost) has stated that rents should at 
least provide a return of 12.5% per annum on the investments 
made by the HDC (CPT) in terms of cost of acquisition of land 
and unabsorbed development cost. As against this, only a yield 
of 7% - 8% of the current notional assessable value of land has 
been proposed. In this backdrop, bearing the opportunity cost to 
the HDC (CPT) at 12.5% per annum, there can be a case for 
fixing the premium at 24 months' ground rent. It must be 
recognised that this can also be only an interim arrangement 
pending receipt of informational from the CPT and recaiculation of 
the rates. 

(iv) . Approval in respect of minor items given in para 15.2 above as 

proposed by the CPT. 
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(v). Approval of the notes given at para 15.3 above with thd following 
modification: 

(a) . Note 1 may be approved as proposed by the CPT. 

(b) . Note 3 may be approved as proposed by the CPT subject 

to reduction of premium to 24 months ground rent as 
indicated in para 16 (iii) above. 

(c) . Note 8 - The enhancement of the rent / licence fee every 

year may be limited to 5% of the rent payable in the 
preceding year or schedule rent whichever is higher and 
not 5.1% as proposed by the CPT. 

(d) . The note 16 relating to fixation of ‘Permission Fee' for 

mortgaging leasehold interest may be omitted. 

(e) . The note 17 relating to grant of concession in rent / licence 

fee and / or non-refundable and non-adjustable premium 
and / or security deposit in deserving cases by the Board 
of Trustees may be omitted. 

(f) . The note 18 relating to transfer of leased property by the 

lessee to any third party may be omitted. 

(g) . The note 19 relating to charge for Subletting Fee by the 

Port Trust may be omitted. 

17.1. After a detailed discussion of all the information collected in this 

case, and based on a collective application of mind, the following decisions are 
taken 

(i) . The Authority approves an increase in lease rent of the CPT land 

at Haldia at the rate of 7% in respect of residential and industiial 
(away from DB) and at the rate of 8% in respect of industrial 
(close to DB but away from Dock interior zone), Commercial, and 
Dock interior zone. In cases where the cost of land had not been 
indicated, a uniform increase of 10% is approved as an interim 
arrangement. These rates wiii be applicable tor a period of 2 
years as an interim arrangement. The case will be r-copcidered 
after receipt of relevant information from the CPT as stated in 
para 14. 

(ii) . During the joint hearing in Calcutta, in another case, the Central 

Warehousing Corporation (CWC) raised the objection, that the 
last revision of the CPT rates which took place in 1992 resulted in 
a 1000%, increase. Since the ‘base’ has been challenged, the 
Authority’s decision in this case will have to be subject to 
reopening the base. In case the base rate is revised, based on 
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the information to be furnished by the CWC in the other case in 
reference, the Authority wit! review the decisions taken in this 
case. 

(III). The demand (of TISCO) for allotment of space on a ship to ship 
basis for export cargo has been accepted by the HDC iof CPT > as 
can be evidenced from clause H,7 on the subject in the section on 
'Other rates of rent’ in their draft of the schedule of Rent for iand 
and Buildings (attached as Annex - I hereto). This Authority 
endorses this change. 

(iv). The request of the CPT for levy of non-refundable and non- 
adjustable premium equivalent to two years rent in the cases of 
renewal of lease rent is accepted as this is normally considered 
as a fresh lease. 

17.2. Note no. 16, 17, 18 and 19 are omitted. Amendments to the 

notes no.1,3 and 8 as proposed by the CPT in para 15.3. are also approved 
with the following modifications:- 

(i). Note -1 lease of land in future would be done by inviting 
tenders / auction except in cases of allotments to Government 
Departments / PSUs / local bodies. 

00 - As regards premium, as stated in Note - 3 of Annex - I to this 
order all the Port Trust are charging 12 months ground rent as 
premium. Significantly, even the COPT does it in respect of land 
value in Kerala being extraordinarily high. The reasons for 
permitting the CPT to charge for 48 months’ ground rent as 
premium are not available. It cannot be claimed that land values 
only in Haldia had skyrocketed. In this backdrop, and in the face 
of widespread objection to the proposal to charge 48 months’ 
ground rent as premium, and as recommended by the Adviser 
(Cost), the premium in cases of lands is reduced to 24 months' 
ground rent. This will, however, be an interim arrangement 
pending receipt of information from the CPT and recalculation of 
the rates. 

(III). The rates for minor items namely, (I) to (vi) In para No.15.2., as 
proposed by the CPT are also approved. These are enumerated 
in Annex -1 to this order. 

(iv). As regards amendment to Note-8, the enhancement of the rent / 
licence fee for every year is approved as limited to 5% of the rent 
payable in the preceding year or scheduled rent, whichever is 
higher. 


(v). As regards Note -16, relating to fixation of ‘permission fee’ for 
mortgaging lease hold interest, that the correct legal position is 
2 (ni/w-t; that neither the TAMP can approve nor the Port Trust can levy 
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permission lee as per ihe existing MPT Act. Even the 
Government in fact is not empowered to give such a permission. 
Accordingly, it is decided, in line with the stated position of this 
Authority, that Note 16 relating to fixation of ‘permission fee’ for 
mortgaging tease hold interests be omitted. 

(vi) . Note -17 relating to grant of concession In rent / licence fee by 

the Board is omitted as this power is enjoined by the Board under 
Section 53 of the MPT Act. 

(vii) . Note - 18 and 19 relating to transfer of leased property to third 

party and to charge subletting fee are omitted as the correct legal 
position is that neither the TAMP can approve nor the Port Trust 
can permit subletting the property or to charge subletting fee as 
per the existing MPT Act. 

(viii). The notes in Annex -1 are renumbered accordingly.

1. In future, lease of land shall be granted by inviting Tender / Auction on the basis of maximum 
realisation to the port, save and except the following cases 

(a) . Allotment of land to various Central / State Government Departments, Central / State 

Government Enterprises and Public Sector Undertakings. In such cases the land 
may be leased at the scheduled rates without recourse to the tender procedure. 

(b) Allotment of land to Local Development Authorities / Municipal Bodies, for non¬ 
commercial use. In such cases the land may be leased without recourse to the 
tender procedure at a concessional rate by charging 25% of the scheduled rent For 
commercial use the land may be leased at the scheduled rates without recourse tc 
the tender procedure. 
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2 . In case of port owned buildings, allotment will generally be made on monthly licence basis at 
the scheduled rate of licenoe fee without recourse to the tender procedure. Licence of 
shops/restaurant etc. tor commercial use shall however be granted by inviting tender/ 
auction on the basis of maximum realisation to the Port. Licence of land may also be 
granted for a temporary period, the purpose of utilisation being connected with Port’s work or 
tor public purpose. In such cases allotment will be made at the scheduled rate of licence fee 
without recourse to tender procedure. Licence of land for commercial use shall however be 
granted by inviting tender / auction on the basis of maximum realisation to the port. 


3. Normally leases shall be granted for periods of 20 / 25 years. Leases will contain no 
automatic renewal clause. In case of lease of land 2 years' rent as applicable, shall be 
recovered from the lessees as non-refundable and non-adjustable premium in addition to the 
monthly rent. This will be applicable in the case of new allotments. 


4. The existing leases coming up for further extension after expiry of the lease period and 
where no renewal option is existing, the prevailing scheduled rent shall be applicable 
straightaway and non-refundable and non-adjustable premium equivalent to 2 years’ rent will 
be recovered. The renewal of existing leases having option for the same will be governed by 
the relevant covenants and conditions of the lease. 

5. In addition to rent, municipal tax etc. as applicable, will be payable by the licensees and 
lessees. 

6. The lessees / licensees will also be required to pay and discharge all present and future 
rates, taxes, duties, charges, assessments, outgoings and premium in respect of policy of 
insurance against any risk whatsoever which are now or may at any time hereafter be 
assessed, charged, or imposed upon or payable in respect of the demised land and / or any 
factory and / or building or structure erected by the lessees / licensees thereon or the 
owners or occupiers in respect thereof except the owners’ share of municipal taxes in 
respect of the demised land. 

7. The schedule rates of licence fee will be applicable to all existing licensees. The rates of 
rent of existing leases will be governed by the relevant covenants of the lease. 

8. In case of all leases and licenses granted in future and for all existing licences, the rent / 
licence fee will be enhanced every year by 5% of the rent payable in the preceding year or 
scheduled rent then in force, whichever is higher. 


9. Security for payment of rent / lecence fee shall be recovered at 12 months’ rent / licence fee 
for all types of allotments, The security deposit is refundable after completion of lease / 
licence period subject to adjustment of dues / damages. If the period of licence is less than 
one year, then the security shall be recovered at the rate equivalent to the licence fee for the 
period for which the licence is granted. 

10. Charges for lease plans will be recovered at Rs.300/- per copy of ammonia print. 

11. A re-survey fee of Rs. 1,000/- shall be recovered from the lessees requiring re-demarcation 
of the plot after handling over possession of the land if the area of the plot of land is within 2 
acres. For next every 2 acres or part thereof additional charge of Rs.500/- per acre will be 
recovered, 
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12. Without prejudice to other appropriate action being taken the following rate will be recovered 
for encroachment of CPT land / buildings

13. The rent / licence fee and other dues, whether demanded or not, shall be paid by the 
licensees / lessees on or before the 15th day of each month succeeding that for which the 
rent / licence fee etc. is due. 

14. A rebate of 2.5% on rent / licence fee only be allowed if payment of rent / licence fee and 
other dues are made within due date as specified in Clause -(13) above. 

15. In case of default in payment of rent / licence fee ana other dues within one month from the 
due date of payment specified above, 18% interest per annum will be charged on the 
outstanding dues from the due date of payment- 

16. The following cases will be treated as cases of mutation and for granting such mutation, 
service charge @ 5% of 12 months' rent upto maximum ceiling or Rs.10,000/- will be 
recovered by CPT 

(a) In case of death of the lessee, transfer to the legal heirs or legal successor or 
representative. 

(b) Transfer consequential to lessee becoming subject to laws of insolvency or 
liquidation.

17. The licensing of open / covered space inside Dock Interior Zone for storage of import / 
export goods may be done on ship to ship basis without recourse through tender procedure 
The following conditions should be followed in such cases 

(i) . Port users requiring allotment of space for storage of their goods on ship-to-ship 

basis may apply in writing to General Manager (Ops ). It shall be in General 
Manager (Ops.)'s discretion to allot or refuse to allot such space. 

(ii) . Normally the period of licence shall not exceed 1 month. 

(iii) . The space allotted shall not be subletted / assigned / transferred 

(iv) . Goods stored under the licence shall be at the entire risk and responsibility of the 

licensee. The licensee shall post their own watch to safeguard the goods stored at 
their allotted space and to prevent any unauthorised occupation of such space by 
others.

(v) . Encroachment of Port land and Railway tracks, etc. by the licensee will involve a 

liability to pay a penalty at the rate of ten times the scheduled licence fee, in addition 
to the cost of rectifying damages caused to the Port properties. If the licensee fails to 
remove the cargo from the encroached area inspite of notice to do so, the cargo will 
be removed elsewhere by the Port at the risk and cost of the licensee and penal 
licence fee at the rate of ten times the normal rate will be levied on the space 
occupied by the cargo so removed. 

(vi) The licensee shall not construct or put up any building, erection or convenience on 
space occupied under licence on ship-to-ship basis. 

(vii) In case the licensee fail to hand over the space in vacant possession on the date of 
expiry of the licence, HDC/CPT shall levy normal demurrage charges as per CRT's 
Scale of Rates as applicable from time to time for the period the goods shall remain 
in the HDC /CPT’s premises beyond the period for which the licence was granted. 

(viii) If the licensee requires a renewal / extension of the licence, an application for 
renewal / extension must be made so as to reach the General Manager (Ops.), at 
least 7 days before the expiry of the period of the licence. 

(ix) . The licensee shall agree to comply with all rules and directions issued by HDC / CPT 

from time to time. If the licensee neglects to comply with such rules or directions, 
HDC/CPT may terminate the licence. 

(x) . The licence is terminable on 7 days’ notice on either side 

(xi) . The licence shall agree that all payments and expenses of whatever sort due to 

HDC / CPT in respect of the licence on ship-to-ship basis shall be recoverable at the 
rates prescribed in HDC / CPT’s Rent Schedule from time to time. 

(xii) . The licensee shall comply with all rules or regulations that may from time to time be 

issued by the Municipal Authority or the Inspector or Explosives, Department of 
Explosives, Government of India or whomsoever concerned in relation to the storage 
of the goods under the monthly licence. 

(xiii) The licensee shall be required to guarantee to the HDC /CPT a minimum cargo 
throughput. In case, actual handling of cargo falls below the minimum guarantee^ 
quantum, the licensees shall be required to pay to the Port the full port wharfage / a i 
board charges on minimum guaranteed traffic at the prevailing Scale of Rates In 
case the licensee handles more than minimum guaranteed cargo, payment would 
have to be made on actuals. 

(xiv). Other normal terms and conditions of licence will be applicable
